TOWN WARRANT. 


STATE oF NEw HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Childs’ Opera 
House, in said town, on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. ‘To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Highway Agent and ‘Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year, Trustee of the Fuller Public Library for the two en- 
suing years, and all other necessary town officers or agents 
for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports’of the Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Town Treasurer and Tax Collector to the Town Auditors, 
the reports of the Auditors, Agents, Committees or other 
town officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to meet the current expenses of the town and apply upon 
the principal and interest of the town debt, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. | 

4. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the building and repairing highways, bridges and 
culverts. 

5. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise any money for 
school purposes other than that required by law, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money, not to exceed seventy-five dollars ($75.00) for Sen- 
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ator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to be used Memorial Day. 

7, ‘To see if the town will vote to continue the present 
laws in force prohibiting cattle and horses from running at 
large in the highways. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for 
the support of the Fuller Public Library, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the amount of money necessary to secure State aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways, under the law 
passed at the January Session, 1905. 


Io. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the bequest made to said town by Section 2 of the will of 
- Sarah A. Grimes, late of Hillsborough, N. H., deceased, 
which section reads as follows: ‘‘2d. I give, devise and 
bequeath to the town of Hillsborough, N. H., the sum of 
Four Hundred dollars, but in trust nevertheless for the fol- 
lowing purposes and upon the following terms and condi- 
tions, viz: that said town shall forever keep in good condi- 
tion and repair the family burial lot of my father, Eben 
Jones, in the cemetery near the old Baptist Church in said 
town of Hillsborough. That the Board of Selectmen of 
said Town, or at least one member of said board shall visit 
said lot during the first week in May, during the first week 
in July and during the first week in October of each and 
every year, and at such other times as may become necessa- 
ry to inspect said lot, cut the grass, keep the stones and 
monument in order and make such repairs as may become 
necessary. If said town of Hillsborough declines to accept 
said fund or having accepted said trust fails to carry out 
the foregoing provisions, then and in that event said trust 


shall terminate and said trust fund shall revert back to my 
estate and shall be divided between my six children now 
living, in equal shares.” 


tt. To see if the town will vote to extend Whitte- 
more Street to Holman Street or pass any vote relating 
thereto. _ 

12. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
building a barn for the use of the town or pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

13. To see if the town will vote to discontinue as an 
open hizuw.ay, making same subject to gates and bars, the 
highway leading from the Charles McColley place, so 
called, to the, Windsor line 

18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 


For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1907. 


The annual report of the Selectmen for the year end- 
ing Feb. 15, 1907, is respectfully submitted. 

When the appropriation for town expenses was cut 
down last spring, it was with the expectation that the re- 
duction of the town debt would be correspondingly dimin- 
ished from that of the preceding year. ‘The appropriations 
were made with the object in view of reducing the town 
debt about one thousand dollars. More than this expected 
reduction has been made, although there have been unusu- 
alexpenses amounting to one thousand dollars. The loss 
of a horse, damages to teams on highways, unusual bills in 
connection with the Board of Health and the expense of 
furnishing to the state more than three thousand records of 
the-vital statistics are responsible for this unexpected out- 
lay. | 

The largest expenditure of money for any one purpose 
was for the construction of the state road. Nearly a mile 
of this road has been built. The contract was let at a low 
figure, being about nine hundred dollars below the average 
of the other two bids. ‘The contractor was an experienced 
road builder, having been awarded contracts by several 
other states. A portion of the road has not proven entirely 
satisfactory and the Selectmen did not give their approval 
when the road was accepted.: On account of the low figure 
at which the contract was let, there was money to build 
more road than was at first surveyed. It seemed desirable 
to have the remaining money expended on the most muddy 


section of the road on the flat and also to have the macad- 
amized road extend as far as the places of Charles French 
and Leonard Martin. The Selectmen agreed to pay for the 
extra haul on the stone and also for a short extension of 
the road if their plan were adopted. This extra expense 
amounted to forty-five dollars and has not yet been settled. 
About half a mile of the road has troughed badly in the 
horse track. When this section of the road was being 
built, the contractor was unable to get fine stone dust for 
the top course and the proper cementing qualities seem to 
be lacking. The contractor and a representative of the 
state looked the road over with the Selectmen late in the 
fall. While no definite arrangement was made to remedy 
the defect, it was the understanding that work should be 
done on the road another season. 

During the year the:-town debt has been reduced 
$1727.17 and the tax rate in the precinct has been reduced 
fifteen cents on each one hundred dollars of valuation. 
During the last two years the debt has been reduced 
$4309.48 and the tax rate in the precinct has been reduced 
twenty-one cents. . 

The Special! School District Building Fund amounting 
to $1585.13 has been paid to the School Board.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Hillsbo- 
rough, N. H.: : 

In May of last year four cases of smallpox developed 
in the Bridge Village. Your Board was obliged to quaran- 
tine two families for more than six weeks. None of the 
cases proved fatal and the disease did not extend beyond 
those first directly infected. There have been also two iso- 
lated cases of scarlatina, from neither of which did the dis- 
ease extend, showing the benefit of strict quarantine and dis- 
infection. Two cases of typhoid fever have been reported, 
both of severe type and both fatal. 

We congratulate the citizens upon our escape from ep- 
idemics of the above-named contagious diseases.

You are hereby notified to meet in the Schoolhouse in 
said district on Monday, the twenty-fifth day of March, 
1907, at seven of the clock in the afternoon, to act on the 
following subjects:

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REPORT OF 
THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


For. Special School District, 


For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1907. 


The Board of Education submits the following report for 
the year ending. Feb. 15, 1907: 

At the beginning of the school year a change took 
place in the principalship of our schools, caused by the res- 
ignation of R. B. Barton. 

Mr. Everett T. Whitford of New Bedford, Mass., a 
young man of much ability and with strongest recommend- 
ations was appointed principal and also instructor in music. 

The board feels it was more than fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of Miss Ethel R. Clement as teacher in 
drawing. The work done in this line deserves the highest 
commendation. 

At the close of the Fall term Miss Gilman resigned to 
aceept a more lucrative position elsewhere. Miss Marian 
B.. Healey of Dorchester, Mass., was appointed to fill this 
vacancy. 

We believe the entire teaching force is laboring 
earnestly and conscientiously for the advancement of our 
schools. 

Atthe annual meeting in March it was voted that our 
district unite with some other town or towns for District 
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Supervision. A joint board comprising Henniker, Hills- 
boro and Antrim was formed. After due deliberation, we 
were very fortunate in securing for our Superintendent, Mr, 
F. C. Johnson of Boscawen. Mr. Johnson is eminently 
fitted for this position and it is most gratifying to feel that 
under his careful and systematic supervision our schools 
will attain a high degree of excellence, which, we feel con- 
fident, could be brought about in no other way. 

On Visitors’ Day, which occurred Feb. 21st, appropri- 
ate exercises were held and the work in all the grades was 
displayed. A large number of parents and friends availed 
themselves of this opportunity. The board feels grateful 
for the words of praise which seemed 10 be universal. 

In accordance with the vote taken at the last meeting, 
the money raised for building purposes has been drawn 
from the town treasury and deposited in the Hillsboro 
Bridge Guaranty Savings Bank. 

The Board did not consider that it had sufficient au- 
thority under the vote taken last March to sell the building 
lot on Union Street, so that it remains in the possession of 
the district. 

The heating and sanitary conditions of the school 
buildings require the serious consideration of the voters of 
the district and we trust that at the next annual meeting 
the matter will be agitated and some action taken to im- 
prove these conditions, 

We extena thanks to the citizens of the district for 
their liberal aid and for kindly supporting us in all matters 
which we have deemed it our highest duty to perform.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Members of the Board of Education: 


I submit herewith a brief report of the schools in the 
Special District since last September. All the teachers ex- 
cept the Principal were re-elected from last year. During 
the Christmas recess Miss Gilman, assistant in the High 
School, resigned to accept a more remunerative position in 
Massachusetts. Her scholarly instruction in the class room 
had been very acceptable to us. Miss Marion Healey cf 
Boston, a graduate of Radcliffe College with high honors 
and also a graduate of the Boston Normal College, was 
elected to fill the vacancy and entered upon her duties at 
the beginning of the winter term. 

Instruction in singing has been given by the Principal 
in addition to his other duties. Miss Clement has had 
charge of the drawing and has created an intense interest 
in the subject and secured very gratifying results. 

The High School course of study was revised by me so 
that we now have good college preparatory work and also 
have the approval of the State Superintendent. A very 
gratifying fact is the large number of tuition pupils in both 
the High School and the grades. I am informed that the 
amount of tuition for the fall term was quite a little in ex- 
cess of previous years. Application has been made for the 
certificate privilege to the New England College Entrance 
Board, 
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The number of pupils in this district as shown on the 
enumeration blanks is considerably less than the number 
of last year. In all the grades and inthe High School 
there was a total registration of 248; of these 45 are in 
the High School. 


The schools have a very good equipment of text 
books, reference books, maps and charts. The school 
rooms are comfortable and well-lighted. The overloading 
of the boiler by the necessity of heating more rooms than it 
was made for causes some inconvenience and is, I doubt 
not, wasteful of fuel. The school building as a whole can- 
not be said to be satisfactory because of the crowded con- 
dition and the lack of sufficient corridor space. The High 
School room is too small for the present needs and the 
number of pupils there ought to be greater than it now is to 
have a proper proportion of those who complete the Gram- 
mar School course. However, it will probably be wiser to | 
wait until there are definite indications of an increased 
number fo students before making any permanent changes. 


Iam now at work on the organization of the grade 
studies and hope to have a full outline of the work to be 
done in each grade ready for approval of the Board in the 
spring. When this is accomplished I trust even better 
progress will be made than heretofore. 


The interest of the people of the district is strong and 
their wish for good schcols is shown by the amount voted 
for their’support. The Principal and all the other teachers 
have heartily co-operated with me in my work. I take this 
opportunity to thank them for this co-operation and to ex- 
press my gratification for the spirit of helpfulness mani- 
fested by the Board in all school matters coming under 
their consideration.
